For this reason ha woo sought In 19h5 
by the C *ech courts. He fled to Germany where he lived for a long tine under 
a f aloe none. Hla father was arrested in 19U5 as a promimnt Mail and jailed. 
Since Subject Maintained German citiienship until 19h5 and has not reclaimed 
Coach citizenship alnoe then, he should rightfully ba considered a Oemun • He 
was a Medical student but did not finish his etudies and has not right to the 
title 'Doctor* . With this presumptuous title he earned money for a long tins 
writing prescriptions for anyone irfcg wanted then*
